The  Catholics  of  Bloomfield  number 
something  over  a  thousand,  no  inconsid¬ 
erable  portion  of  the  population.  They 
pay,  as  do  the  other  citizens,  direct  or 
indirect,  their  share  of  the  taxes,  and,  in

Some  of  the  children  at  the 
school  can  look  buck  at  tw’o,  three  and 
even  five  generations  of  American  citizen¬ 
ship,  and  still,  withal,  The  Citizen 
would  ignore  them  when  an  opportunity 
happens  to  draw  attention  to  the  ad- 
vances  made  by  this  body  in  material 
and  social  progress. 

One  organization  of  the  town  occupies 
weekly  one  or  two  columns  of  the  paper; 
a  lecture  in  any  of  the  churches,  a  con¬ 
cert  for  any  denominational  benefit,  will 
receive  an  extended  and  pleasing  notice, 
but  an  entertainment  that  gave  pleasure 
to  over  four  hundred  people,  that  was  ar¬ 
tistically  successful,  and  should  have  re¬ 
ceived  words  of  praiseful  comment  from 
your  journal,  is  passed  over  with  a  few 
lines,  as  would  be  given  to  the  breaking 
down  of  a  road  wagon,  or  the  premonitory 
explanations, of  a  bad  nun.  Six  lines 
from  a  reporter,  who  could  not  have  been 
present, tell  us  that  the  “  ‘Irish  Tutor' and 
Box  and  Cox,’  were  given  at  Catholic 
Union  Hall  Thursday  evening,  and  that 
all  the  characters  were  taken  by  the 
members  of  the  Society,  etc.,  etc.”  Now, 
this  is  unjust  to  the  young  ladies  who 
assisted,  and  could  not,  by  nature  of 
their  sex,  be  included  in  a  Young  Men's 
Catholic  Union.  The  rendering  of  their 
parts  was  no  less  praiseworthy  than  the 
young  men's,  and  also  the  recitations, 
between  plays,  by  two  young  ladies, were 
simply  superb,  and  call  for  more  recog¬ 
nition  than  silence.  The  reporter's  ab¬ 
sence,  and  his  taking  it  for  granted 
that  there  would  be  an  appreciative 
audience,  might  naturally  follow  after 
the  good  Thanksgiving  dinner,  and  the 
heavy  trash  ing  down  of  the  afternoon’s 
water  trial,  hut  it  seems  a  wilful  want  of 
courtesy  in  neglecting  to  record  a  trans¬ 
action  of  local  news  that  is  of  moment  to 
us,  and  which,  if  the  Citizen  is  to  he  a 
local  paper,  we  have  a  right  to  expect. 
We  do  not  wish  more,  but  are  not  satis¬ 
fied  with  less  than  we  are  entitled  to.

,  James  D.  Gallagher,  Esq.,  anpeared  be¬ 
fore  the  committee  to  hear  their  report 
<m  the  matter  of  permitting  the  I).,  ii.  & 
W.  R.  R.  Co.  to  raise  the  grade  of  their 
truck  at  the  Washington  Street  crossing, 
^lr.  Oakes,  the  chairman,  reported  that 
they  hud  gone  over  the  truck  from  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  to  the  causeway  over  the 
lane  leading  to  the  turnpike,  and  they 
were  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that 
the  grade  at  Washington  Street  ought 
not  to  lie  raised. 

Mr.  Gallagher  renewed  his  arguments 
and  urged  that  the1  property  at  Glen 
Ridge  would  suffer,  unless  the  grade  eoiild 
he  made  more  easy  at  the  station. 

The  matter  was  finally  ieft  so  that  Mr. 
Gallagher  could  present  maps  and  drawr- 
ings  to  the  committee  at  their  next  meet¬ 
ing. 

Messrs.  Weeks,  Jarvie,  YVard,  Spencer, 
Marsh  and  Puffer  were  present,  repre¬ 
senting  the  Fire  Association,  and  ex¬ 
plained  the  plan  upon  which  a  Hose 
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The  entertainment  given  by  Stuart 
Rogers  in  the  YVestminster  Church,  on 
Tuesday  night,  was  an  unmitigated  fraud. 
It  was  a  fraud,  first  of  all.  bv  the  R«slputh 
Lyceum  Bureau,  whose  commendations 
ami  testimonials  were  the  very  be*t  pos¬ 
sible  to  Mr.  Rogers’ ability.  It  was  a  fraud, 
secondly,  by  the  man  himself  on  the  mana¬ 
gers  of  the  Lyceum  Course.  And  jt  was. 
tost  of  all.  a  fraud  upon  as  intelligent  and 
charitable  an  audience  as  it  is  easv  To 
find. 

The  facts  are  simply  that  Mr.  Rogers 
was  askeil  in  advance  for  his  programme, 
which  he  declined  to  give  He  stated 
that  he  adapted  it  to  his  audience,  and 
that  the  managers  need  not  be  at  all 
alarmed  lest  the  sensibilities  of  any  per 
pon  would  be  offended,  or  that  there 
would  be  selections  which  would  be  in 
consistent  with  the  place  iu  whieh  he  ap¬ 
peared. 

The  result  was  a  hideous  mockery — not 
even  a  gilded  sham.  In  old  times  En¬ 
glish  people  used  to  delight  to  see  men 
grin  through  horse-collars,  i  Except  for 
the  horse-collars,  this  ttas  the  same 
*ort  of  a  show,  and  it  was  entirely 
disagreeable.  Mr.  Rogers  has  remarkable 
facial  expression.  He  has  also  a  remark¬ 
ably  poor  style  of  low-grade  rant  instead 
of  elocution.  He  has  some  ability  in 
•apid  transformation,  and  can  assume  a 
virt — like  that  of  OscarWilde — with  some 
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juceess.  But  he  has  an  unequaled  power 
of  arousing  the  distinct  disgust  of  a 
Bloomfield  audience.  He  will  certainly 
never  be  welcomed  again  within  the 
limits  of  this  bailiwick. 

If  one  could  wear  Stuart  Rogers  out 
until  the  real  merit  which  is  in  him 
Could  become  apparent,  it  might  be  bet 
ter.  But  in  order  to  wear  him  out — for 
he  has  a  most  excellent  opinion  of  him¬ 
self— it  ttould  require  a  cajiaeity  of  en¬ 
during  pestilent  silliness  and  grimacing 
idiocy  which  ought  to  have  a  higher 
purposie. 

We  do  not  particularize  his  selections. 

f  we  did  we  should  say  that  Lady  Clara 

.'ere  der  Vere  (his  own  pronunciation) 
had  been  murdered  in  cold  blood,  ami 
that  Darius  Green  was  lynched  in  the 
Bight  of  the  audience. 

For  the  managers  of  the  Westminister 
Course — "who  feel  deeply  and  intensely  the 
disappointment  and  disgust  which  they 
share  equally  with  the  audience — we  have 
peal  sympathy.  They  solicited  the  Red- 
path  Bureau  for  information  as  to  Mr. 
Rogers’ appointments  (after  he  had  de¬ 
clined  to  furnish  a  programme),  so  that 
they  might  hear  him  in  advance,  and 
decide  how  fit  the  entertainment  would 
be.  They  w'ere  met  with  evasion  and 
neglect.  They  are  not,  consequently,  so 
much  to  blame,  and  they  certainly*  had 
a  lesson  that  They  cannot  well  forget. 

The  only  relief  to  the  evening  was  the 
music,  wnich  'was  rendered  by  Prof. 
Piderit.  It  wras  in  good  taste  and  dis¬ 
played  his  decided  mastery  of  the  instru¬ 
ment.  In  fact,  if  we  must  say  it  (though 
it  is  hardly  complementary  to  the  musi¬ 
cal  instrument),  Prof.  Piderit’s  organ 
Was  a  vast  deal  better  than  Mr.  Rogers'
